Chemistry Teachers From Six States To Meet at 
Phillips This Weekend for Four-Day Conference 


Phillips Academy will play host 
to the second outside study group 
in two weeks when the New Eng- 
land Association of Chemistry 
Teachers begins tomorrow a week- 
end convention there. Jt is the first 
such conference to be held at a 
preparatory school, the sessions of 
past years being held at the Uni- 
versities of Vermont, Maine, 
Connecticut and New Hampshire. 

The four-day conference will be 
in session from Friday to Monday 
inclusive, and will embrace a 
varied program. Roscoe EH. Dake of 
the faculty is a member of the con- 
ference committee. 

Dr, Claude M. Fuess, headmas- 
ter, will extend the greetings of 
the school tomorrow evening at 
the institute’s first session. A high- 
light of the weekend’s program 
will be field exercises with dem- 
onstrations of war gases Monday 


afternoon at 4:00, following a sym- 
posium on “Civilian Protection 
Against Chemical Agents in War,” 
with several noted war gas ex- 
perts, that morning. 

Among prominent speakers tak- 
ing part in the weekend’s program 
will be Rey. Michael J. Ahern, S. J.., 
of Weston college, Lt. Joseph B. 
Eldredge of the Army Specialized 
Training Program, Bernard F. 
Proctor of M, I. T., who addressed 
the Service club some months ago 
on dehydrated foods, Ernst A. Hau- 
ser of M. I. T., Eugene W. Scott, 
national gas officer of OCD and Dr. 
Bric G. Ball of Harvard Medical 
school, 

A “New England picnic supper” 
will give the teachers a bit of a 
respite from their stiff weekend’s 
study program, and will be held 
Sunday afternoon at 5:00 in the 
Cochran bird sanctuary. 


Since there has been consider- 
able discussion in Andover recent- 
ly on various post-war projects 
that would benefit the town, a num- 
ber of local town officials and in- 
terested citizens are considering 
the vossibility of an extensive re- 
modeling and enlarging of the 
town water and sewerage systems. 
The work proposed would involve 
the reinforcement or replacing of 
present lines in all sections of 
town, and the work would finally 
cost more than $2,500,000. 

Two years ago, town meeting 
appointed a committee to study 
water and sewerage problems in 
Andover, the matter having be- 
come a pressing one in the past 
few years. The committee, com- 
posed of Edward V. French and Jo- 
seph A. McCarthy, both profession- 
al engineers, and Sidney P. White, 
chairman of the Board of Public 
works, published its preliminary 
report, giving a brief outline of 
the projects to be undertaken, at 
town meeting in 1942. 
iterated their suggestions in their 
report to town meeting this year, 
stating that they felt it ‘advisable 
..to carry on whatever study may 
be possible and...be prepared to 
participate in any post-war plan- 
ning if opportunities arise, It 
would be the expectation that the 
town will provide for any special 
engineering services as soon as 
this seems advisable.” 

With world conditions becoming 
more and more favorable for an 
early peace, certain interested offi- 
cials are giving more attention 
now to the possibility of improve- 
ments in the present water and 
sewerage systems.

Even then, there is never more than 
two to four feet of snow on the 
ground at a time, since it melts 
quickly, At the same time, melted 
snow makes the ground perpetual- 
tly wet and muddy in the winter, 
and rheumatism and arthritis are 
are much more prevalent among 
those who live there than they are 
in this country. 

In the summer, the days are 
often foggy, but never cold. The 
sun shines from 3 a.m. to 11 p.m., 
though the excess sunshine is more 
than balanced in the winter, when 
it is dark from 4:30 p.m. to 9:00 
the next morning. 

The natives of whom he saw the 
most were Aleuts, a hybrid race of 
Eskimo, Russian and Indian stock. 
Until the arrival of the Americans 
in large numbers they still pursued 
a remarkably primitive mode of 
life, subsisting on fish and game 
killed with arrows or old flint-lock 
rifles of Revolutionary War vint- 
age. The people were  poverty- 
stricken even by their own stand- 
ards, for they had none of the 
beads or ivory prized by the main- 
land Eskimos.

oil lamps. They are all made with 
crude stone or bone implements, 
sometimes covering them with in- 
tricate filigree and other designs, 
Lundergan has a collection that 
should well afford him many hours 
of pleasure after he war. 


The Aleutians, despite their un- 
healthful climate, are very pictur- 
esque at some seasons of the year. 
Lava from now-extinct volcanoes 
is literally strewn around the 
country, and imbedded in the 
masses of lava are many curious 
rock structures. “The place is a 
geologist’s paradise”, as the An- 
dover sailor puts it. 


Solid rock hills, with only two 
or three feet of soil on top of them, 
surmounted by an omnipresent 
low-bush vegation called tundra, 
are characteristic of the islands. 
Violet-like flowers and a good va- 
riety of other flora make the islands 
very colorful at certain times of 
the year, and the armed forces 
spend much of their free time ex- 
ploring a never-monotonous coun- 
tryside, Waterfalls, some of them 
very pretty, are found throughout 
the Aleutians. 


A unique feature is a number of 
hot springs. For many years the 
Aleut natives were in the habit 
of coming to the springs after their 
season’s work on the damp, cold 
tundra, and taking baths system- 
atically over a two-week period in 
order to work out the vestiges of 
rheumatism and allied diseases that 
would otherwise affict them. 

Though much has been said in 
the past few years about the Es- 
kimos’ alarming deterioration in 
numbers and health, the Aleuts ap- 
pear to be a sturdy race. When the

the incoming of thousands of ser- 
vicemen, in all branches since the 
start of the war, they have made 
even greater progress in their 
mode of life. 

Far from merely enjoying the at- 
tractions of the Aleutian country, 
however, shipfitter Lundergan has 
seen a great many evidences of 
the bitter battle for the islands. 
One highlight he remembers was 
working on the S. 58. Northwestern, 
an ‘old luxury liner which was hit 
by Jap bombs and finally run 
aground. He has brought home 
with him a small mechanism from 
the Northwestern’s engines as a 
memento of the experience, 

Life isn’t altogether grim, how- 
ever; the USO has brought seve- 
ral camp shows to Dutch Harbor, 
and Charlie McCarthy and Mar- 
jorie Reynolds of the radio and 
movies played to cheering houses. 
The men at Dutch Harbor put out 
their own newspaper, “The Aleu- 
tian,” which is replete with news 
and pictures, and in addition, the 
Townsman shows up there pretty 
regularly. In fact, Lundergan had 
a new bundle of four to read on 
the way back to the states. 

During the latter part of the 
week, his wedding to Miss Mary 
Pasho of Pearson street will take 
place. At the expiration of his pres- 
ent furlough he expects to be or- 
dered to. California for further 
training. He will probably noi visit 
the Aleutians again, but will be 
sent to another SeaBee base in the 
Pacific area.

Hall, William F. Barron of_ the 
Board of Public Works and Frank 
G. McCarthy, local contractor, had 
a lengthy conversation on the 
matter. 

“I don’t believe the townspeople 
realize how serious the present 
condition of these systems is,’ Mr. 
Barron stated afterwards. “We 
have now reached the absolute 
limit of gravily sewerage; some 
sort of pumping system must be 
installed as soon as possible.” 

An unofficial survey was made 
here about six months ago, he re- 
called, in addition to the one made 
by the town meeting’s committee. 
The state and federal governmsnts, 
at that time, were considering the 
needs of the various. communities 
with a view to. helping them to 
complete needed work after” the 
war, but no further action has been 
taken in recent months on. the 
matter. 

Mr. Barron, in his conversation 
of last Friday, stated that the 
town could well prepare for the 
expenditure of two and a half mil- 
lion dollars on the town’s water 
and sewer systems over a_ period 
of ten years after the war, and that 
the work wouid have been much 
easier and less costly if it had 
been done long ago. 

Water and sewer mains all over 
town, he said, are inadequate to 
handle even present ‘needs, and 
both he and Selectman Hall ex- 
pressed themselves as_ believing

that these ‘systems cannot handle 
any increased flow which might 
be brought about by future devel- 
opments in the town. 

Mr. Barron remarked that the 
B. P. W. has had to refuse water 


‘ ’ystem’s limitations. Recently, he 
, said, the Haggeétt’s Pond pumping 
* station was obliged to pump 24 
hours a day steady over a period 
of three weeks. Though its steam 
turbine pump is constructed to 
handle 1200 gallons per minute, it 
is now being driven to pump from 
1700 to 1800 gallons in that time. 

Specifically, he mentioned that 
the 12-inch water main, the largest 
in town, running from the pumping 
station down Lowell street, should 
be replaced by a 24-inch main as 
quickly as possible. “It is a good 
thing for the town that the war 
stopped the building development, 
or the town would now be in a 
critical state.’ He also mentioned 
that the present 1,500,000 low- 
pressure reservoir on Bancroft 
road should be replaced by one six 
times its size. 

The sewer system should come 
in for an intensive investigation, 
with the drains in all parts of town 
coming under consideration. Such 
an investigation would be so ex- 
haustive, he said, that it would 
cost $25,000 to have it made by 
competent engineers, he estimated. 

He turned to a discussion of the 
various real estate developments 
made throughout town, and men- 
tioned that hard surface roads and 
sidewalks, drains, water, sewerage 
and the like, in Shawsheen Heights 
would cost the town about $150,000. 
He believed that the town had 
been lax in not requiring that 
streets be completed in these re- 
spects before acceptance by the 
town. Though that is the present 
policy, the town has incurred con- 
siderable expense in the past by 
finishing streets which town meet- 
ing had already accepted. 

No definite course of action is 
planned at this time, but Mr. Bar- 
ron and Mr. White have both 
strongly expressed their feeling 
that the town should keep the 
water and sewerage problems in 
mind for action as soon as is pos- 
sible, once peace has been signed.

Postoffice Urges Early : 
Mailing for Overseas Be 


The local postoffice Officials Te- 


mind Andover residents very 
strongly that Christmas gifts for 
Army and Navy personnel oyer-. 
seas should be mailed’ beginning 
September 15 if the men and 
women in uniform are not to be 
disappointed. Such gifts may be 
mailed by parcel post to Army men 
and women overseas only between 
September 15 and October 16, 


After the latter date, such par. 
cels may not be mailed unlessa 
written ,.request from the soldier 
for the article is presented; and it 
is ludicrous to expect a soldier to 
write asking for a Christmas pres- 
ent. The Navy makes an equally 
strong appeal that gifts be mailed 
between September 15 and Oc- 
tober 15. 


Reasons for the early mailing 
dates are the vast distances that 
many of the parcels will have to 
travel; frequent transfers of thor § 
sands of men from one location to 
another, which means forwarding | 
the mail and consuming additional d 
time: and the necessity for giving 
preference to reinforcements, 
arms, munitions, medicine and food 
in allotment of shipping space, 
which often means that the ship- 
ments of gifts must wait. It is ur 
gent that gifts be delivered to the 
men in time for Christmas to keep 
their spirits high. 

Mail of all kinds is vital to mo- 
rale; every officer who has in- 
spected Army and Navy postal fa- 
cilities overseas has reported that 
thousands of fighting men disre- 
gard mess call when it conflicts 
with mail call, and get their let- 
ters first. 

Rules for Christmas mailings to 
the fighting forces overseas are: 
The parcel must not exceed five 
pounds in weight, and must not be 
more than 15 inches in length or 
86 inches in length and girth com- 
bined. It should be marked “Christ- 
mas parcel” so that it may be 
given special attention to assure 
its arrival before December 25. 

Not more..than one. parcel may 
be mailed in any one week to the . 
same member of the armed forces 
by or in behalf of the same mailer. 

The parcel must be well and 
strongly packed, in a container of 
metal, wood, strong fiber board, or 
similar material, then wrapped in 
strong paper and tied with twine. 
The cover should be such that it 
can be opened readily for censor: 
ship. The contents should be 
packed tightly. ; 

Perishable goods, intoxicants, 1n- 
flammable materials, poisons, and 
anything that may damage other 
mail are. prohibited. Gifts enclosed 
in glass should” be substantially 
packed to avoid breakage. Sharp 
instruments, such as razors and 
knives, must have their edges and 
points protected so that they can- 
not cut through the coverings and 
injure postal personnel or damage 
other packages.
